It Is 
downright cruelty, wanteii mischief, not 
to say scandalous cowardice, and is by 
common consent reg.nrded as vulgar to 
kill these birds at such a season: and 
should be made a misdemeanor. There- 
fore, spare the birds. 

The birds render good service in tlie 
destruction of insects tliat otlierwi.se would 
increase so .as seriously to injure tlie grow- 
ing crops. If they do eat some of the 
grain, tliey save from worms and insects 
a great deal more than they consume:
